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INTRODUCTION 


TURNER, when he was asked to explain the art of painting, said simply, ‘‘ It’s a rum business.” 

The art of cartooning would seem to be an even rummer business. We are never in danger 
of running short of painters. But first-class cartoonists! — they are beyond rubies in any 
generation. 

The cartoonist is, in his way, as rare a wonder of Nature as the duck-billed platypus. As with 
that strange creature, the marvel is that he exists at all. I don’t know what recommendation: 
the Eugenics Society would make for breeding a cartoonist. Consider what requirements t 
fellow must fulfil. Jprimis, he must be a good draughtsman, with a bold, telling line. 
should have as sharp a political sense as the shrewdest of editors. He must have the salt 
the great satirists in his blood, from Swift to Shaw. He must have humour as well as wit in 
his make-up, for while wit may sparkle well enough i in a caption, the warmth of hum : 
needed in a drawing. He must be prepared to seize the flying moment, for he loses hal 
force if he is not topical. But the unique power of the good cartoonist lies in the spirit 0 
fantasy that he shares with children. It is through a wild dissociation of ideas that the 
cartoonist very often produces not only his comic effects but his piercing illuminations of 
truth. 

My friend Vicky meets all the requirements of that fabulous character, the carto 
But, there is that something extra in him which, for me, adds a new turn to the eternal n 
of cartooning. Vicky was born in Berlin of Hungarian parents. He was 
Middle European politics, and attached to that tradition of cartooning which is 
removed from Bernard Partridge, Raven Hill, John Tenniell, Carruthers Gould, F 


and other old gods of the British. Vicky. was a spirited anti-Nazi cartoonist. This meant 
that when Hitler came to power there were but two prospects before him — to leave Germany 
or be liquidated. Vicky came to London in the early "thirties, without a penny, hunting 
desperately for a job to keep him alive, bewildered by our language and our customs, and 
driven to the edge of suicide by our weather. In that black hour he decided that he would 
become the cartoonist of a London daily paper. To everyone but himself that must have 
appeared a pure piece of fantasy. He was in no doubt of the obstacles between him and 
his goal. He knew that the idiom of British cartooning was utterly different from that of the 
Continental satiric artists, that he was venturing into a mysterious realm in which the Lion 
frolicked around in a little cricket cap, and in which the dismissal of a Minister could only be 
depicted as the dropping of a pilot. (How many pilots have we newspaper readers seen 
dropped in the past fifty years!) 

The cartoonist and his public share between them certain assumptions. These include not 
only a rough-and-ready knowledge of current politics but of the popular songs of recent decades 
and the catch phrases of the streets. They have a common interest in the national sports and 
a common acquaintance with the leading figures of the Christmas pantomimes. There are a 
number of figures from nursery rhymes and a few characters from Dickens who can always be 
sure of recognition. When Vicky arrived in London, as remote from this tradition as a man 
from Mars, he did a very wise thing. He didn’t plunge into Macaulay or Trevelyan, he didn’t 
take up Dicey or Erskine May, he didn’t thumb through the Fabian pamphlets, but he sat 
down to a serious study of Alice in Wonderland and Mother Goose. He felt that the keys of 
the mystery to the British national character are to be found in these classics. He extended 
his research into the soul of Britain by taking up the works of those great writers Wisden and 


_ Ruff. Vicky rode to his conquest of Fleet Street on the back of the Mock Turtle, and if 


ever they make a peer of him the Walrus and the Carpenter will provide the appropriate 
supporters on his armorial bearings. 

The Channel that divides the tradition of Daumier from the tradition of John Leach is far 
wider than twenty miles, and I think that Vicky is the only artist who has ever successfully 
swum it. He was well under thirty when he achieved his apparently hopeless ambition and 
became the political cartoonist of the News Chronicle. He owed much to the sympathetic 
guidance of Sir Gerald Barry, his first editor. But to acknowledge this is not to diminish from 
his own extraordinary gifts of transference and assimilation. He found his way through the 
tangled labyrinth of British politics without faltering, following that infallible guide Little 
Bo Peep. This book, which is a pictorial record of the years since the war, gives an admirable 
idea of Vicky’s uncanny understanding of our home politics. It deals with the period of the 
Labour Government and of Mr. Churchill’s return to power. 

Just as a good parody should be something much more than a burlesque of a writer, so a 
good cartoon should do something much more for a politician than turn him into a figure of 
fun. Vicky’s Attlee, for example, is never just the dormouse at the Mad Hatter’s Tea Party 
in danger of being popped in the teapot. The cartoonist, even in his most irreverent mood, 
somehow contrives to suggest that assured dignity and authority which has enabled Mr. Attlee 
to dominate a party that contains more than the average number of prima donnas. Vicky’s 
Herbert Morrison, again, is not merely a perambulating quiff. The cockatoo plume of hair 
is certainly there in all its provocativeness, but the artist gives us the shrewdness of Morrison, 
the watching, waiting quality of the man who, despite setbacks, is still the best chess player in 
politics. It is said that politicians grow increasingly to resemble their cartoons. If that is so 
then Dr. Hugh Dalton should be more grateful to Vicky than almost any other politician of 
our age. For once upon a time in the curious folk lore of British cartooning, it was the fashion — 


to draw Dalton as one of the wicked uncles in The Babes in the Wood, a sinister figure with a 
Guy Fawkes hat and an all-enveloping cloak. Fifteen years of Vicky have transformed 
Dr. Dalton into the jolliest figure that ever graced a nursery rhyme. He is all ‘‘ Nods and 
ns becks and wreathed smiles.”” When he is Humpty Dumpty he shakes himself off the wall out 

* of sheer hilarity. As Little Jack Horner he sticks his thumb into every pie out of laughing 
benevolence. Vicky provides the assurance that when historians in years to come turn over 
the dusty files of the News Chronicle they will be convinced Hugh Dalton was the universal 
uncle of our times, the Pickwick of our politics. 

Vicky seems to see Aneurin Bevan in a light that is different from his other main characters. 
His Bevan appears a more symbolic and a less personal figure than his Attlees, Churchills and 
Daltons. The figure has the air of being carved out of stone. One can imagine Vicky finding 
it on a desert island and wondering what strange god it typified. The artist seems to be saying 
that for good or evil Bevan is a monolithic figure that stands outside the main stream of our 
political life. 

I have said that Vicky has completely absorbed the British tradition of caricature. He has 
a measureless regard for Hogarth as the father of the modern political cartoon, and the warmest 
of feelings for Gillray and Cruikshank. But I suspect there are moments when he allows 
himself the relief of cantering in a foreign field. His drawings of General de Gaulle, for 
instance, show a wealth of unrestrained fantasy. He sees the General in a hundred images, 
giraffe, ostrich, the central pole of a roundabout, the strangest of birds and animals and towers 
and trees. No matter how wild the fantastification, the likeness is never lost. The great day 
_ will come when Vicky will absorb de Gaulle into Alice Through the Looking Glass and then 

we shall know that his fancy will never stray again.
